Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserted that the specifcation provides implicit support for 
"a secreted urokinase-type plasminogen activator" in order to obviate the standing New Matter rejection. Applicant 
further asserted that Kay et al, as the primary reference in the art rejections of record, taught away from using a 
secreted urokinase-type plasminogen activator. Applicants discussed the possibility of using claim language directed 
to transgenic mice and further discussed using language suggested by the Examiner in the previous Office action. 
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
